hour desiguatod—the former to present his letter of
recall, and e latter his letter of credence. The
andience ook place in the grand reception hall of
the National Palace, The Prosident was surronniod
by his Cabinet and military staff, and Messrs. Hollls-
tor nod Bassett by the attaches of the American Le-
gation, My, Hollldter, lu presenting his letter of re-
call, made o few approprinte remarks, to which the
President replied cordially, after which Mr, Basaett
waa lormally Introduced, and placing in the hands
of the Presldent his letter of credence, deliverad the
followlng mldress -

My, President:—I have the honor to place in the
hands of your Excellency aletter of credence ad.
dressed to you by His Excellency the President of
the United states, and accrediting me ns Minlster
Reatdent and Consal-Cieneral of the Uulted States
near the Repablio of Haytl, and 1 avall myself of the
opportunity to falfll a4 charge entrusted to me per-
sonally, a8 well us oMeially, by the Presidont of the
Unitea Siated, and to assure your Kxcellency,
in the name of the Government and people
whom 1 have the honor to represent, of their alncere
degire to cultivate the cordial relations now happily
subsisting between the two Governments, The
United States and Liaytl were the two earliest repub-
lies of the New Workd, First the one and then the
other shook off the older systems of government and
adopted for themselves those higher forms which
the grand march of the human race towards a ho-
mogencous destiny must eventually vindicate 10 na-
tions and peoples,

It hus sometimes happened in the history of
nations that great and Jiveral principles of govern-
ment incorporated into the Constitution have
seemed to He temporarily inoperative, This has
been the case with my own country; It may be so
with others. But 1 pray your Excellency to obgerve
that T am gent here in the oMelnl capacity named
in my letter of crédenco, partly to give assurance,
by my presence, of the practical recognition of o
great prineiple in the United States—the principle
for which our ancesters wore among the firat in the
New World to contend when they founded the iay-
tien Republie, and by which all classes of men,
under the biroad shield of my Government, stand
cqual before the law. And now, in delivering to
your Excellency my letter of erodence, I destro to
express the hope that the two nations may continue
to march side by stde lo a carcer of enlightenment
and civilization.

Your FExcellency, I am of the same ancestral
origin a8 yoursell amdl the people over whom you
preside, and 1 offer this as an additionsl guarstitee
of my cordial desire, during my residence near your
Government, to strengthen between the two Re-
publics the friendly intercourse which my predeces-
£ors have 50 sucvessfully enitivated.
